When  it  goes  before  the  fun  it  is  cal!-d  Phofph(h-us  and 
Lucifer,  and  when  it  follows  him,  Hejperus. 

Mercury,  S  ,  a  iittle  bright  planet,  the  fun's  coaftant 
companion,  from  wbofe  fide  he  never  departs  above  28 
degrees,  and  by  that  means  ufually  hid  in  hii  fpiendor 
Performs  its  courfe  in  about  three  months. 

Sol  0,  and  Luna  0,  are  weli  known,  an»l  therefore 
need  here  no  particular  difcription. 

From  thcfe  Definitions  a  perf^n  m^y  eafily  diftinguiih 
all  the  planets.  For  if  after  fun-fet  he  fees  a  planet  nearer 
to  the  eaft  than  the  weft,  he  may  conclude  it  is  neither 
Mercury  nor  Venus  ;  and  may  determine  whether  it  is

id  the  Produce  plentiful  :  The  iatter  confifts  of  Whear

THE  firft  Settlers  of  this  State  were  Libabitants  of  1 
fome  of  the  other  New-England  Colonies,  from 
whence  they  removed  on  Account  of  a  Difference  in  theii 
religious  Sentiments.  Some  of  them  fixed  themfelves  at 
Providence^  and  others  on  Rbode-ljland  j  and  their  Set- 
tlements were  diftingu^/hed  by  the  Names  of  Providevce 
and  Rbodc-JJland  Plantations  i— 'the  Town  of  Proi-i- 
dence  was  the  Capital  of  the  former,  and  Newport  of  the 
latter  j  but  in  the  isth  Char.  II.  a  Charter  pafled  thr 
Great  Seal,  unitit)^  the  two  Settlements  under  the  famrj 
Government,  by  the  Name  of  **  The  Englifh  Colony  ofl 
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Rhude-IflaRd  and  Providence  Plsntstioos."  By  this 
Charier  all  Power;,  .'egiflacive,  csecctive  and  judicial, 
were  ceded  to  the  "  Goternor  and  Company  :"  The  Go- 
vernor, chief  Magiftraies,  and  Legiflators,  were  to  be 
chol'en  by  the  Freemen  of"  the  Colony,  and  all  the  judi- 
cialand  eotecotive  Officers  were  to  be  annually  elcded  by 
the  Governor  and  two  Houfes  of  Affembly.  As  the 
Enjoyment  of  religious  1/iberty  in  its  full  Extent,  waj 
the  primary  Inducement  to  the  Settlement  of  the  Colo- 
ny,  the  Charter  exprefdy  provided,  **  That  m  Perfon 
fhou!d  be  any  wifecalied  In  Queftion  for  any  Difterences 
in  Opinic^:)  in  Matters  of  Religion,  who  did  not  a£lually 
diftuib  the  civil  Peace."

Thi 
iTown  of  Ncvfpoit  is  fi:ualed  near  the  Southern  Extre 
Jmity  cf  thfi  Lland,  and  contained  about  1200  Houfes 
prior  to  the  Revolution,  but  many  were  deftroycdduiing 
the  War  J  the  moft  of  thofe  which  remain  are  wooden

Providence  is  a  large  Town,  compaftjy  built,  contains 
a  Number  of  elegant  Houfss.

THIS  State  was  granted  by  the  Council  of  Plymouth 
to    Captain   John   Mafon  :  The  Capital   of  it  is 
Pertfmoutbt  fituate  upon  the  River  Pifcataqua,  which  has 
a  very  fine  Harbour,  and  this,  indeed,  is  the  only  Port  of 
any  Confequence,  in  the  State. — The  Climate  is  healthy 
and  the  Soil  various  : — Towards  the  Sea  Coaft,   and  in 
many  inland  Parts  the  Soil  is  fandy,but  yields  good  P.f- 
tura'ge  j  and  the  back  Lands  which  have  been  cultivated,' 
•re  very  fertile,  and   produce  Indian  Corn,  Rye,  Barley, 
Oats,  Beans,  Peas,  Flax,  Hemp,  &e.     The  uncultivated 
I^nds  are  covered  with  extenfive  Forefls  of  Fir,  Pine,  Ce-i 
^ar,  Cyprefe,  Oak,  Walnut,    Hemlock,    Beech,  and  a' 
f teat  Variety  of  ofher  Trees.     The  Fir  Trees   are  of  aj 
Iprodigious  Bulk,  and  formerly  fumifhed  the  Royal  Navy

sinay  be  carried  on  here  very  extenfively,  as  the  State  pro-

two  leather  buckets,  and  two  large  bags,  and  upon  the 
cry  off  re  they  are  immediately  to  repair  with  the  fame 
to  the  place  where  the  fire  may  happen  j  fo  that,  almoft 
inftantly,  the  Engines  are  affiftcd  by  a  great  number  of 
firemen  (befidcs  other  inbabiRnts,  who  are  very  alert 
on  iuch  occafions)  with  a  fufficient  fuoply  of  buckets  : 
The  Buildings  in  that  town  being  chiefly  of  wood,  thcfc 
(judicious  eftabli/hments  have  frequently  favcd  it  fr«m

When  ten  or  more  of  the  freeholders  of  a  town  fliall 
fignify  in  writing*  to  the  feleftmen  thtir  defire  to  have 
any  matter  or  thing  inferted  in  a  warrant  for  calling  a 
meeting,  they  are  to  do  it  j  and  nothirg  is  to  be  afted 
upon,  or  to  have  any  legal  operation,  unlefs  the  fubjcft 
matter  is  inferted  in  the  warrant.  If  the  fekamen  unrea- 
fonably  deny  to  call  a  meeting,  application  may  be  made 
to  any  juftice  of  the  peace  in  the  countjl  who  is  autho 
rized  to  call  the  fame. 

No  perfon  is  obliged  to  ferve  in  »ny  town  office  two 
years  fucceflively  5  nor  is  any  petfon  in  commifiion  of 
any  office,  civil  or  military,  church  officer,  member  of 
the  council,  fenate,  or  houfe  of  rcprefentatives,  for  the 
time  being,  jior  any  who  has  fcrved  in  the  office  ef  a 
conftable  or  colle£lor  within  feveo  years,  obliged  to 
ferve  in  the  office  of  conftable.  Perfons  not  exempted, 
and  refufe  to  ferve  as  conftable,  in  the  towns  of  Bofto  n, 
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iaicm,  or  Ntwbury-port,  are  to  forfeit  lo/.  In  oth€i. 
coigns  the  fine  is  oaiy  5/.  la  cafe  of  vaciocv,-  by  rcalon 
of  non-acceptance,  death,  or  removaf  of  ariy  peifcn  cho-' 
fen  into  cffice,  the  towns  may  proceed  to  a  new  choice 
to  fill  up  fuch  tac:i3cy.

tach  town  is  to  be  conftantly  profided  with  »oo  wt. 
of  gun  powder,  300  wt.  of  leaden  balls,  and  ico  flintr 
for  every  fixty  foldi«rs,  en  penalty  of  ^.  5. 
^  By  theirConftitution,  or  Frame  of  Government,  the 
lahsbitants  of  every  town  are  to  meet  en  the  fi^ft  mon- 
day  m  Apnl  acnually,  to  give  in  their  votes  for  a  Gover- 
nor, Lieutenant  Governor  and  Senators  j  the  choice  of 
whom  IS  to  be  declared  on  the  left  wcdncfday  in  May. 
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E#ery  town  having  X50  rateable  polls,  may  clt£l  one 
Reprefentative  J  a  town  containing  375,  may  <lcft  two, 
and  if  600,  they  may  eleft  three;  afier  whch  415  poiJs 
is  to  be  the  mean  increafing  number  for  every  additional 
RepreCentative.

Governor  Gage  (who  was  alfo  the  Bri:i/h  General)
